We have said many times be- 
..y fore and dieckiog out the sltua- 
l tion today as we observe tlic Na- 
tional and IntcruiirfonaJ scope and 
; deal with the objective reality of 
the situation, we find the pigs oc- 
cupy stin the'commiinlcies of die 
\k-orld reeking murder and brutal- 
ity and intimidation as ihey go 
forth. The Minister of Defense, 
Huey P. Newton stated clearly 
1 that an unarmed people are slaves 
or subject to slavery at any given 
moment. The people of Babylon 
and people in tlie Black communi- 
ty in particular must talce heed to 
\rfiat the Minister of Defense has 
said and move accordingly. We 
must l»egin to arm ourselves and 
move, to the level of Self-Ocfense 
Group's. 

Oh July 27. 1970, brothers from 
the National Committee to Combat 
Fascism were putting up revolu- 
tionary art posters in the commu- 
nis around qijt headquarters. 
Ihey were pasting posters on 
Store fronts and telcplione poles, 
it was around H;30 p.m. when a 
pig olnked that it was against a 
city stature to put anydiing on 
telephone poles. 

As die pigs tore the posters 
down, people begnn to come out 
to fee what iliey wcra doinjj.Tlic 
brothers from the N.C.C.F. began 
to conduct agitation and propagan- 
da. HiC pigs, not wanting the peo- 
ple to become educated, calledfor 
more pig:;. Before it was over, 
7 carloads of pigs were in the 
Community aroi:nd our hcadquar- 
ccrfi with M-1 carbines and riot 



pump shotguns drawn, and tear- 
ing down posters. Hie brothers 
continued to educate the masses 
and the people began to shouc, 
"off the pig". At this time the 
pigs left but within the next 3 
minutes there were 19 pig cars 
invading the community. 

The cars came to a- halt and the 
pigs jumped outbrandlshingwea- 
pons. They rushed in the crowd 
of people and arpested I^arry Lit- 
tle, William/dary (members of 
tiie N.C.C.F.) and a mentally,jre- 
tarded brother, Terry Joc^ung, 
who was ju.^t sitting on his bicycle. 
As the pigs moved on the broth- 
ers, Jt was apparem iliat they 
were armed to the gills. They 
jacked off rounds into the riot 
shotguns as diey made Uielr kld- 
nappii^s. 

As we were on our way to the 
pig pen to gee the brothers out, 
the pigs kidnapped a brother, Sam- 
my LEfTQj^t and a sister, Pa- 
tricia Ai^^lcNcal on charges of 
disorderly conduct. .Ml the 
brothers and sisters were gotten 
out Uiat same night after con- 
tinous threats by the pigs to lock 
its Up, Larry. Gary, ajid Terry 
went to trial on the 27ih of July 
aiid had their cases continue to 
August 12fh. Tlie other cases of. 
the brother:i and sister come off 
in August some time.
